from the United States, This was es
peclally hard on the settler. As a re
sult, Western Canada lost a number of
#eltlers, they being unable to take
thelr live steck with them. Canada ls
oractically free from horse and cattle
diseases, and the wish of the authori:
dles 1a to kee, it so

Recently, though, an order has been
fssued by the Department of Agricul
dure, removing the embargo, and set-
tlers are now iree to take In the num.
ber of head of horses or cattle that are
vermitted by the Customs authoritiea
and the freighs reguln:dons. This will
be welcome news to those whose In-
de_tion it Is to move to Canada, taking
%.th them stock tha: «ey have had in
thelr prasession for six months, and
which it (s the intentlon to use on land
that they will farm Ir. the Provincea
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta,

Oats as high as
130 bushels per acre are reported, 50
and 60 bushels per acre helng ordl
aary. The prices realized by farmers
have placed mosh of them on “easy
atreet.”

“In the first few months of the war
i clearly stated that there would not
be conscription in Canada. | repeat
that statement today.”

This statement should set at rest
the conscription talk that bas been so
freely used to Influence thoss who may
be considering settling in Canada dur-
ing the war,

It has also been said that there was
a war tax on land. Hon. Dr. Roche,
Minister of the Interfor, over hias own
signature has denied this, and the pre-
miers of the different provinces join
In saying “such & report is absolutely
untrue, and has no foundation what-
aver in fact, nor {8 there likely sver
to be any such tax upon land “in
Canada.”

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WINTER AND SUMMER PRUNING RZSULTS |

Levy Peach Tree,

Summer pruning as contrasted with
the regular practice ia the pruning of
trees while In follage. Its influence
upon the tree in many respects is op-
posite to winter pruning. The latler
stimulates wood growth, while the for-
mer tends to lessen wood growth,

As a rule, any practice that checks
wood growth tends to Induce frultful-
ness. Growers have taken advantage
of this fact for many years. In Eng-
land the result is attained by root
pruning.

The method consists in digging a
trench around the tree at some con-
siderable distance and severing some
of the roots. This {nterferes with tho
food supply and necessarily reduces
growth.

In the famous Ozark apple reglon of
Missouri and Arkansas the same result
is attained by ringing or girdling the
trunk or main branches of the tree,
thus checking the downward flow of
sap. The roots in this way are partial-
ly starved and are, therefore. unable
to induce a strong wood growth the
following season. The work (s done
during the growing season and, as a
result, the wound soon heals over,

The growers in the Pacific coast re-
gion practice summer pruning to
check wood growth., A complete or
partial defoliation by insects, disease,
or epraying injury during the early
summer seems to have the samo effect.

PLANT LICE MAY BE
KILLED IN SPRING
As Soon as Tender Leaves Begin

to Unfold Eggs Hatch—May
Be Destroyed in Spring.

(By F, L. WASHEURN, Entomologist,
University Farm, 8. Paul, Minn.)

Some trees and shrubs are loaded
every season with plant lice. On
those affected last year one is likely
to find now small, black, shiny eggs
at the end of twigs. These can be
seen on fruit and other trees, various
ornamental shrubs, and particularly
on the buckthorn. As soon as the ten-
der leaves begin to unfold on this
shrub the eggs hatch, and the leaves
shortly become loaded with lice.

‘Why not, therefore, trim hedges and
shrubs now, and burn the trimmings,
burn as well all prunings of fruit
trees? It {8 very well known that
plant lice increase at a tremendous
rate when once started, therefore
each egg destroyed now means the
death of hundreds of lice and the con-
gequent lessening of the work of
gpraying later.

PAINTING OF SMALL
WOUNDS IS USELESS

Experiments Show That Practice
Is Sometimes Detrimental,
Particularly to Peaches.

It has long been the custom for
horticulturists to recommend, and
fruit pgrowers to use, dressingas of
various kinds on the wounds ol trees
when branches are removed n prun
ing. A few vears ago the New York
experiment station decided to con
duct somae experiments to determine
whether such practice was really of
any value or not,

From results of this work, which
have recently heen published in bul-
letin form, it {8 concluded that the
use of white lead, white zine, yellow
ocher, coal tar, shellae, and avenarious
carballneum a- coserings for wounds
under five incher in diameter I8 not
only useless, but usually detrimental
to the trea. This {8 particularly true
of peaches, nnd perhapa of other stone
frults, which., according to recom-
mendations, sheould never Be treated
at all

The substaiices mentioned often in-
jure the Cambium laver to such an
extent that the healing of wounds s
greatly retarded. Of the substances
axperimented with, white lead proved
to be the best and Is recommended
wherever anything is used. But it
fa not thought worth while to use
evyen white lead for wounds two or

fruit buds and how It exerts this In
fMuence Is not well understood. The
theory has been advanced that there
is some inherent tendency on the part
of the tree to reproduce itself before
it dies and that when anything inter
ferea with the natural processes the
tree preparos for death. This (s not a
satisfactory explanation and it Is hoped
that the physiologists may be able to
throw some light on the subject in the
near future,

1 believe that with young trees we
should do very little winter pruning
and that we should direct the growth
largely by summoer pruning. The work
to be most effective should be done a
little each year and at just about the
time the tree completes its annual
growth,

It done too early It will defeat ita
aim and produce a strong growth of
shoots, If done too late It forces out
a soft growth which is likely to be
winterkilled. The object of the work
at first should be to direct the growth
and later to induce fruiltfulness. Only
strong growing tree ghould be pruned
during the growing season, remember-
Ing that it is a devitallzing operation
and may easlly be overdone.

With regard to bearing apple trees
the necessity for summer priuning is
less pronounced if not entirely elim-
inated. Since our mature trees tend
to overbear thers is no necessity for
inducing fruitfulness, and winter prun-
Ing would, therefore, be the most log-
fcal practice.

On the larger wounds, where much
surface is exposed to decay, the white
lead will help to keep out molsture
and the organlsms which cause decay,
The small wounds, however, heal so
quickly that the evll effects of the
covering may more than offset the'.

TUpon these changes de
pends very largely the quality of but
ter as regards texture and flavor, The
temperature at which cream is beldl
determines the firmness of texture,
while the flavor is dependent upon
the by-products from the bacterial
growth. |

The purpose of ripening cream Is
fundamentally that of giving the but
ter the desired flavor and aroma, but
in addition it Increases the ease and
efficlency of churning, Cream Is
ripened in one of two ways:

Firat, it sours or ripens as a result
of the action of bacterin which nre
normally present in milk and cream,
or,

Second, it ripens as a result of ac
| tion of certaln kinds of bacteria which
are added in what I8 termed a "start
| er."— ldaho Experiment Station,

Peach Buds Are Often Killed or
Blossoms Injured by Frost
in Many Low Places.

For this reason it is often colder at
the lower elevations than it in at high- ‘
or points In the same locality, This Is
what I8 meant by “atmospheric drain-
age.”

The occurrance of frost in low
places when there is none on eleyated
areas is thus explained

For the same reason peach buds are
often winterkilled or the bloasoms are
ipjured by frost in the spring in low
places when nearby orchards on high-
or elevations are Injured much less, or
even escape entirely,
